Travel Alarm Clock 


OWNER’S MANUAL — Please read before using this equipment. 


REPLACING THE BATTERY 

Your alarm clock comes with one LR44 but- 
ton cell battery (installed) for power. Before 
using the clock, remove the plastic insulating 
strip from the compartment. When the clock 
stops working or dims, replace the battery. 
For the best performance and longest life, 
we recommend a RadioShack alkaline bat- 
tery. 

Caution: Use only a fresh battery of the re- 
quired size and recommended type. 

1. Pull up the battery compartment cover 
on the back of the clock to remove the 
battery. 

2. Place an LR44 (1.5V) button cell battery 
inside the compartment with its positive 
side (-I-) up. 

3. Replace the cover. 

Warnings: 

• Dispose of old batteries promptly and 
properly. Do not burn or bury them. 

• Keep button-cell batteries away from 
children. Swallowing a button-cell bat- 
tery can be fatal. 

OPENING THE COVER 

Your travel alarm clock has a panel cover 
that prevents you from accidentally pressing 
a button. It also serves as a stand, so you 
can place the clock on a table or other flat 
surface. Lift the cover to view the clock, then 
adjust the cover until the clock stands up- 
right. GMT (Greenwich Mean Time) conver- 


sions are listed on the inside of the cover as 
a reference for standard time conversions. 

SETTING THE TIME 

1 . Slide ► to OFF. 

2. Press or hold down H until the desired 
hour appears. fifTI or PfTI appears to indi- 
cate an AM or PM hour. 

3. Press or hold down M until the desired 
minute appears. 

USING THE ALARM 

1. Slide ► to SET. ► and the currently 
set alarm time appear. 

2. Press or hold down H until the desired 
alarm hour appears. flfTI or PfTI appears 
to indicate an AM or PM alarm time. 

3. Press or hold down M until the desired 
alarm minute appears. 

4. Slide ^ to ON. At the preset alarm 
time, the clock beeps for about two min- 
utes or until it is turned off. 

5. Slide ^ to OFF to turn off the alarm. 
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CARE 


Keep the clock dry; if it gets wet, wipe it dry immediately. Use and store the clock only in normal 
temperature environments. Handle the clock carefully; do not drop it. Keep the clock away from 
dust and dirt, and wipe it with a damp cloth occasionally to keep it looking new. 

Modifying or tampering with the clock’s internal components can cause a malfunction and might 
invalidate its warranty. If your clock is not performing as it should, take it to your local RadioShack 
store for assistance. 

Note: Do not allow your travel alarm clock to come into contact with water.
